Having put in twenty years of actual experience in mining, I naturally picked up consider- 
able knowledge of the business, in the mountainsof Colorado and Old Mexico. This pertains mot 
ealy to the practical mining of minerals but to the promotion and financing of corporations conduct- 
ing the operations of mines, with more than a thousand men at work in the mines, offices on Wall 
street, in London, and branches at Chicago, St. Louis and Denver, A health break-down at high 
altitudes put an end to all that and sentenced me to sea level, but it did not cradicate any of the 
experiences or diminish the desire to continue in the most fascinating business known to man. And 
so, after a dozen years rest up and recuperation I have put in all my spare time for a year past 
looking over the California mining districts, searching for something which I considered as a sound 
speculation for large and quick returns in golden treasure as anything mundane well can ‘be, and 
belfeve I have found it, over in the high mountains of Sierra county, about thirty miles above the 
Grass Valley and ‘Nevada City district. = 


Mining is just like everything else. It takes knowledge, ability, experience, good judgment and 
common sense, and if the same amount of those qualities is put into mining tthat is put into any 
other business there is no more risk or chance in mining than jin any other business venture—in 
fact, not as much, for a very large percent of those who enter into merchantile pursuits fail. 
The trouble with the average investor in mining is that he does not put into the business the same 
discretion the does in other channels, but plays iS much the same as he would a lottery or faro game. 
This is all wrong and wholly unnecessary. If you cannot look into it personally, you can at 
least have knowledge of the experience, ability and integrity of those with whom you invest and who 
are in charge of the business, 


I have been inside of mst of the great mines of America and have -ecn some wonderful dis- 
plays of great mineral wealth in them, but I neversaw veritable caverns of yellow gold ore that re- 
minded one of a jewelry store as much as they did a mine, until IT went through the Kate Hardy gold 
mine recently, on the big mother lode of Sierra County, California, Probably I have seen at such places 
as Cripple Creek just as much a display of wealth, burt the gold in such places was usually in form 
of either terluriums or silvanites and did not show up as real yellow metal until subjected to intense 
heat, whereas the free gold quarts in the California mines shows plainly in its mative splendor, 
to the extent in some instances of taxing one'scredulity.

If so, they 
will have no difficulty in taking out such an amount in due time, for, figuring as experienced mining 
man does, I saw a fortune there practically in sight. And this estimate is made entirely aside from and 
without considering these wonderful chutes or pockets of high grade ore that have been encountered 
frequently for two years past, but takes into consideration only the “run of the vein” and its average 
milling values There is a big ledge of high grade milling ore there, which no persom alive today 


can see the end of with the rich chutes as good measure. <A large force cf miners are at work, a fine 
new mill is dropping stamps upon the ore, with Mr. Casserly, a very competent man, in charge.

It has recently been purchased at’ a high figure by 
Senator Clark, the famous copper king. When Clark buys into any mining district, it is a compli- 
ment to that district, as he has the best mining ex perts in the world, 


HEAVEN’S GOLDEN STREETS 


Wo are told by ancient romancers that the streets of heaven are paved with gold, and mayby 
they are, as gold won't buy anything up there and so might as well be used as paving materials as 
asphalt or concrete, but be that as it may, in my wanderings last simmer and fall I came across a 
« town wihicse streets are actually paved with rock from the dumps of the mines, in which specimens of 
free gold are frequently found, and not only the streets of the town but the roads of the surrounding 
oountry for miles in every direction. That town is Grass Valley, California, I don’t know whether 
people go there when they die or not, but doubt it,as I saw no dead ones there, but plenty of those 
very much alive. It is a good place to go while yet alive, and heaven has nothing on Grass Valley, 
California, as far as golden paved streets are concerned, This is ac counted for by the fact that the 
ore, from. the dumps of the gold mines in, under and all around that town has been used for the con- 
struction of streets and roads, and after every rain many little particles of gold show up on these 
streets and. roads.2nd.aro gathered up by men; women and children. Not one inhabitant out of a 
dozen there but what has a little bottle full of these small gold nuggets. Go out“on any street there 
jn. summer, sweep up a pan full of dust, and you can pan gold out of it. People around that 
section do not get any more exicted over gold tha an farmers do over hay—it has got to be an old 
story, as tthe mines there are old timers, some of them having been at work sixty years and are yet 
employing about 2000 men. At Nevada City recently, a woman attended a masquerade ball, rep- 
resenting the mining industry with a fortune in gold, just as it came from the nearby mines, sewed 
gn her gown. It was a gorgeous sight.

After seeing all these things, and more quite similar over in adjacent counties, I finally came 
to the unalterable conclusion, and am able to prove it, that although that section of California has 
produced many millions, and is still doing so, and the further fact that California leads every other 
State in the Union in the production of gold, for every dollar ever taken out there are several 
more waiting to be taken out, and all that man has to do to get iit is to go after it.
